PET PAIN 

My dog has been limping for the past three weeks. He 
will run after squirrels but otherwise limps. He never 
cries and is eating normally. He acts a bit depressed 
except when there are squirrels to chase or we go in 
the car. My brother says that he is in pain but since he 
doesn't cry I disagree. Who is right? 
Your brother. If you sprain your ankle, do you 
cry for a few weeks until it feels better? Dogs and 
cats may cry out when initially injured but after- 
ward will respond just as we do. They will at- 
tempt to keep weight off a painful leg by limping 
and may become subdued in an attempt to con- 
trol their discomfort. If your dog has been limp- 
ing for 3 weeks and is not improving, take him to 
see your veterinarian to find out what is wrong.

With that, he asked Mr. Dawson to summarize his 
previous recommendations. 

"At the last meeting I presented a memo to the 
board explaining the necessity to increase the water/ 
sewer rates/' Mr. Dawson said. 'The recommendation 
is to increase the tiered rates by 70 percent ... for both 
water and sewer. The water rates in Marion have not been 
increased since 1992. The bottom line is we're looking at 
a shortfall this year. So without a rate adjustment, it will 
continue to compound from this point forward. If the rate 
(increase) is not approved, we wouldn't be able to oper- 
ate an enterprise fund at a deficit ... and the state would 
ultimately charge that against all taxpayers." 

The impact of the proposed rate hike based on a 
typical Marion household with three people using an esti- 
mated 2,500 cubic feet of water annually, according to Mr. 
Dawson, would be an additional $327.75 in water rates 
and $289.50 in sewer rates, for a total annual increase of 
$617.25. 

Department of Public Works (DPW) Superinten- 
dent Rob Zora next explained some of the recent wa- 
ter/ sewer upgrades and expansion projects which have 
contributed to the shortfall in the water/ sewer enterprise 
accounts. Among them: 

• Completed repairs to existing water tanks as 
approved at the 2004 Annual Town Meeting ($600,000); 

• Purchase of a new one million gallon water tank 
approved at the 2004 Special Town Meeting ($2.8 million) 
and the 2005 Annual Town Meeting ($600,000), which is

($2.5 million over 20 years); 

• Completion of Phase I of the "Village Loop'' 
project along Main Street, Front Street, Route 6, Ryder's 
Lane, South Street and Hiller Street and the water district 
connection from Mattapoisett to Marion ($3.8 million 
total); 

• Pending Well Exploration on the Hiller Prop- 
erty ($100,000 earmarked); 

• Additional expenses for power and daily opera- 
tions at the Sewer Treatment Plant (estimated at between 
$10,000 and $11,000 a month);

shows we have $15,863 million to spend, and the requests 
from department heads totals about $15,935 million, so 
we have a budget shortfall of about $72,000 to address,''

spikes in gasoline costs. 

"It costs us about $9,500 to fill (the town's fuel 
tanks) each time ... and we've got about $20,000 left in the 
budget (this year),'' Mr. LaCamera said. "Gas costs are 
really fluctuating right now." 

Mr. LaCamera noted there was a reduction in 
building insurance costs because they not only haven't 
had any recent claims filed, but also Building Facilities 
Manager Mike Meunier has undertaken measures to 
improve the town's rating including fire alarm testing, 
sprinkler testing, and the like. 

"Health insurance went up 8 percent," Selectman 
Nunes noted of the town's policy with Plymouth County. 

"Which is pretty good, considering the market," 
Mr. LaCamera added. "The Gateway Health Group (to 
which Marion and Mattapoisett belong) is going up (at 
least) 10 percent." 

Mr. LaCamera also submitted a proposed Capital 
Budget Plan to the board for their input, which will later 
go before the Finance Committee (FinCom) for approval. 
The board will discuss this proposal at their next regular 
meeting to be held on Monday, March 26 beginning at 
7:00 pm. 

At 7:30 pm the board met with members of the 
FinCom to review the draft FY08 General Operating Bud- 
get. 

"The Annual Town Meeting is going to be 
Monday, June 4 and not June 11," Mr. LaCamera said.

"That's our goal ... Fm just not sure we can pull it 
off," said FinCom member Shirley Bourque. 

"We can't overspend in this fiscal year, that's just 
my opinion, but I also think that's what in the best finan- 
cial interest for the town," Mr. LaCamera said.

There's something eerie about dolls, particularly ventriloquist's 
dummies. Their faces frozen in one expression, their jaws carved open 
on either side of the chin — they're like mutilated corpses made to move 
and speak for our amusement. A few films over the years have capitalized 
on the innate creepiness of these dummies, such as the Michael Redgrave 
segment of 1945's Dead of Night, or the 1978 Anthony Hopkins thriller 
Magic. We could' ve used another good evil-dummy film, but Dead Silence 
isn't that film. It's a convoluted ghost story in which the ghastly stillness 
of the dummies hardly plays a role at all. 

In the first of many mistakes, the movie offers bland TV actor Ryan 
Kwanten as the hero, Jamie Ashen, whose wife is murdered right after a 
dummy is mysteriously delivered to their home. This feels like a prologue 
promoted to a premise, and Kwanten can't convey the anguish of a young 
husband who's just discovered his wife horribly disfigured (her mouth sliced 
wide open, like a dummy's); he just goes around looking sullen. A skeptical 
detective (Donnie Wahlberg) pins the crime on Jamie, who hightails it to 
his hometown Raven's Fair, where the dummy came from. Years ago, the 
spooky ventriloquist Mary Shaw (Judith Roberts) held the whole town in 
thrall, inspiring an insipid ditty after her death: "Beware the stare of Mary 
Shaw/She had no children, only dolls..." That doesn't even rhyme. 

Apropos of its title. Dead Silence offers one neat trick, though director 
James Wan (Saw) botches it consistently. Whenever a dummy is around 
and something evil's going to happen, the soundtrack runs down like a 
record player in a power outage, then goes completely silent. Well, almost 
completely. Apparently to discourage filmgoers from stampeding to the 
counter and complaining that the theater speakers just died. Wan gives us 
tiny noises and wannabe-scary strains of music. It's a cop-out, and when 
there's a jump moment, the soundtrack jerks to life with the usual "eek" 
cacophony. The movie begins with a vintage Universal logo, promising 
a thriller more old-school than new-slash, but hasn't Wan seen any of the 
old Universal chillers, some of which barely even had music? They may 
not have dated well, but they have a stark, uncompromising quietude that 
Dead Silence, of all films, sorely needed. 




Dummy Ache

Jamie keeps wandering around Raven's Fair, grilling the terrified 
townspeople (the only one who seems to have a job is the funeral director) 
as well as his estranged dad (Bob Gunton) and his new trophy wife Ella 
(Amber Valletta). In a movie this underpopulated, we figure something's up 
with Dad and Ella, though we're not quite prepared for the goofiness of what 
Wan and screenwriter Leigh Whannell (also Saw) have in mind for them. 
Regardless, Wahlberg's tough detective soon joins Jamie in town, swiftly 
losing his skepticism and becoming a scaredy-cat (Wahlberg, responding 
to the escaping Jamie with a resigned "I don't have a full tank of gasV, is 
the movie's sole connection to entertainment). There's a climax promising 
a rampage of 101 evil dummies, but Wan settles for making their eyes and 
heads move ominously. It's a rotten time for the movie to go minimalist. 

Dead Silence is perhaps a serviceable rental on the slowest of slow 
Sundays. It comes across as a conscious attempt by torture-pom gurus 
Wan and Whannell to break away from the laborious cruelty of the Saw 
series and work a different side of the horror street, but they can't let go of 
their shock-cut instincts. Aside from the condition of some of the victims, 
the movie could easily have been PG-13 or even PG; nothing in the story 
demands gore, as it is an old-school ghost story at heart, but Dead Silence 
sometimes plays as if the filmmakers bargained with the MPAA to get an 
R rating rather than to avoid one, in order to keep their cred with splatter 
fans. As a horror fan who scarcely blinks at cascades of fictional blood, 
I'm in the odd position of saying: Here's a horror movie that didn't need 
the gore. It could even have been one of those Disney thrillers of 25 years 
ago (like, say. Watcher in the Woods) with a little imaginative effort. But 
all Wan and Whannell know is shock-and-awe tactics. They may shock, 
but there's no awe.
